O1 LET’S TALK ABOUT WHAT IT MEANS TO PROTECT 
GOD’S WOMAN. 


Jesus is the definition of what it means to protect your wife when Scripture says: 
Ephesians 5:25: 


“He gave Himself up for her...” 


In the words ‘gave himself up for her,’ we hear the saving sacrifice of 
Jesus Christ. When Christ gave himself up for us, he took our place. He bore 
our sins (1 Peter 2:24) and became a curse for us (Galatians 3:13) and died 
for us (Romans 5:8); and because of all this we are reconciled to God and 
saved from his wrath...” - JOHN PIPER 


A. When Paul calls a husband to love his wife like Jesus loves the church, he 


intends for him to her at all costs. 
e This begins with protection. Men are to protect their 
wives from danger and 


e Men, talk to your wife about her sense of security. 


° Does she feel with you? 
° Does she feel in your home? 
° Does she feel in her car? 
B. Never put your wife in way; that’s your 
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e Hearing a loud noise downstairs, a real man would never say, “/ checked it 
out last time. It’s your turn now.” 
e Your call is to protect your wife, at all costs. She is a 


from God, and her is in your hands. 


C. Encourage your wife to be wise, and see to it she has what she needs to 
be safe. 
e This may include getting her special training or equipment. Find out her 


comfort level and equip her with what she needs to be safe. 


D. Protection is written on a man’s DNA, but realize this can be a very 
sensitive topic. 
e A woman can feel if her husband is too restrictive in 
his . But it is very important. 
e Edgar Rice Burroughs wrote in Tarzan of the Apes that “He (Tarzan) knew 


that she (Jane) was created to be protected and that he was created to 


protect her...” 
e A “protective” sentiment is not —it’s natural.

e Paul instructs husbands to love their wives, and follows it with 7 words — “and 
do not be harsh with them.”

But then | came to realize that the man 
who enters my house and assaults my wife every day is me, through my anger, 
my harsh words, my complaints, and my indifference. As a Christian, | came

e Gentleness is so essential to the Christian experience that Jonathan Edwards 
suggested it may very well be called “the Christian spirit.” 
e “Gentleness” can be defined as mildness in dealing with others in light of their

Gentleness is illustrated by the way we would handle a carton of 
exquisite crystal glasses; it is the recognition that the human personality 
is valuable but fragile, and must be handled with care.”

A. The spiritual confronting marriages and 


families are and often rooted in evil spiritual

e How do we spiritually protect God’s woman? 


B. Protect her from false ....... . 
Acts 20:29-31: 

“| know that after my departure fierce wolves will come in among you, not spar- 
ing the flock; and from among your own selves will arise men speaking twisted 
things, to draw away the disciples after them. Therefore be alert, remembering 


that for three years | did not cease night or day to admonish every one with 


tears.” 
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e As men, we are called to be alert, watching out for our wives and stewarding 
what they see, hear, and read. 

e The world’s largest library is at our fingertips, stocked with lousy literature, 
lies, and destruction. You must filter your family’s intake. 

e Check with your if you are concerned about something

C. Protect her from 
1 Peter 5:8: 
“Be sober-minded; be watchful. Your adversary the devil prowls around like a 
roaring lion, seeking someone to devour.”
